This week has shown that sport in the Old Country has about reached its 
lowest ebb. In cricket England went down to the West Indies, in Rugby Union 
to New Zealand and in Rugby League to Australia, but not even the most 
dismal of pessimists would have predicted Great Britains defeat in the World 
Cup at Rio by such a minor soccer country as the U.S.A.—even by 1! goal to nil, 
No doubt the English defeat was due in a large measure to over-confidence. We 
have seen biq name teams go down to unknowns in Cup competition here for that 
reason, but whatever the circumstances it must come as a tremendous blow to all 
of us who have always regarded Britain as the home of soccer, that the English 
team—overfowing as it was with names that have become housenold words 
wherever soccer is played—should have to lower its colors to the Lown a 
country where professional soccer is unknown, and which has hitherto been 
regarded more with amused tolerance than a threat. 


We hope that by the time this appears in print, the British will have had 
more success in their second game—versus Spain. If they do not defeat the 
Spaniards they will not go on to the major section of the Cup competition, and 
their trip to Rio will end in ignominy.

After seeing the two Trial games last week for the junior interstate team v. 
teeth Australia in Adelaide later in the year, 1 must say that the standard in the 
pl LY grades is not as high as it was last year. There were a number of 
players whom I suggest did not warrant a trial game and I[ am of the opinion that 
some clubs are doing very little in the way of organized coaching of their juniors 
Clubs would receive more valuable service from these players as seniors if 
special efforts were made to give organized coaching while in the junior grades 
To enable the Junior Association to take the lead in this phase of the game 
I submit the following idea for their consideration: — | 


Leuhe Association Should run a Colts’ team as they do in the hockey associa- 
tion and similar to that carried out some time ago by the V.C.A. in cricket. 


Each junior club could nominate its most Promising players (maximum 
about three) to provide a pool from which a team would be selected each week 
This team could play as a unit in the strongest section of the Under 19 grade or 
in the Second or Third Division of the senior association for experience. 

The main feature, however, would be that these players should receive special 
coaching and instruction from prominent senior players who have the ability to 
pass on their knowledge. | od 


I am sure we must have several senior players sufficiently experienced who 
are ready to contribute to the advancement of our code by helping in this reqard. 
Furthermore, both the player and his club..would eventually benefit from the 
knowledge and experience gained while playing in a Colts’ team. 

From the best of these players the junior interstate team would eventually 
be selected, and during the League games any player not selected would be 
available to play for his club. | 


It could be provided that such players must continue with their club as 
seniors for at least one season (unless they permanently changed their address 
to another district) to give the clubs the benefit of the coaching received. 

In conclusion, there are a number of details not mentioned here which are 
necessary to the success of such a scheme, but I am certain that the executive of 
the Association or a sub-committee could effectively arrange them. In the lona 
run the standard of both junior and senior soccer would be improved.
